3. Tosee what sum of money the town will vote to raise to pay town oflicers 
for the fiscal year ending February 15, 1911. 


4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise to pay incidental 
expenses for the fiscal year ending February 15, 1911. 


5. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise for the repair of 
highways and bridges for the fiscal year ending February 15, 1911, and determine 
how the same shall be paid. 


6. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise to pay the debts of 
the town. 


7. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise for the support of the 
town’s poor for the fiscal year ending February 15, 1911. 


8. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise for the support of 
the Fire Department for the fiscal year ending February 15, 1911. 


9. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise to pay for the use of 
hydrants for the fiscal year ending February 15, 1911. 


10. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and appropriate for 
street lights for the fiscal year ending February 15, 1911. 


11. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to place incandescent 
street lights at the entrances to the grounds of the General Hospital on Hanover 
and Elm streets.

12. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to place an incandes- 
cent street light at or near the corner of Federal and Gold streets. 


13. To see if the town will vote to ratify the street lighting contract made be- 
tween the Claremont Power Company and the Selectmen, dated July 15, 1909. 


14. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise for the expense of 
Memorial Day. 


15. To see what Sum of money the town will vote to raise for the benefit of the 
American Band. 


16. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise in aid of the Clare- 
mont General Hospital. é 


17. To choose a committee for Stevens High School for the ensuing year. 


18. To determine the rate of discount the town will allow persons paying their 
taxes within such period as the town may designate. 


19. To choose three members of the Board of Trustees of Fiske Free Library, 
to serve forthe term of three years. 


20. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of fifteen hundred dollars 
($1500.00) for the support of Fiske Free Library, to be applied agreeably to the con- 
tract with Andrew Carnegie and Samuel P. Fiske. 


21. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to appoint a board of 
three commissione:s who shall have full charge of the cemeteries in town, sell burial 
lots and make conveyznce of the same, collect the pay, and use the money for the 
improvements of said cemeteries, and also authorize said commissioners to use the 
money now on hand which has been raised from the sale of lots, and also raise and 
appropriate an additional sum of money for the improvement of said cemeteries. 


22. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of $2733.22 and appropriate as 
much thereof as may be necessary, to meet payments maturing on or before Novem- 
ber Ist, 1910, of principal and interest, on notes, issued by the School District to pay 
for new school building. 


23. To sce what sun of money the town will vote to raise and appropriate for 
the support of Stevens High Schvol for the ensuing year. 


24, To see if the town will vote the Fire Department the free use of the Town 
Hall one such night as they may desire to hold their annual Firemen’s Ball when the 
hallis not previously engaged. 


25. To see if the town will vote to give the tree use of the Town Hall at three 
different times during the year, of the Opera House, once during the year, when not 
otherwise in use, to the Ladies’ Union Aid Society fur the benefit of the Claremont 
General Hospital. 


26. To see if the town will vote the American Band the free use of the Town 
Hall such times as may be selected to the amount of one hunured dollars, when the 
hall is not otherwise engaged. 


27. To see what sum of money the town will yote to raise and appropriate to 
pay the salary of the Justice of the Police Court. ; 
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28. To see what action the town will take in relation to the building or provid- 
ing of a Police Court Room and raise and appropriate money therefor. 


29. To see what action the town will take in regard to collecting the 8 per 
cent guarantee on Maple Avenue extension. 


30. To see what action the town will take in regard to enlarging the water 
main on Chestnut street, and placing two additional hydrants thereon. 


31. To see what action the town will take in regard to the purchase of lands 
and buildings in the drainage area of the Water Works reservoirs, and raise and ap- 
propriate money. therefor. 


32. To see if the town will vote to extend the water main of the Claremont 
Water Works from its present terminus on Maple Avenue so called, near the fair 
grounds, to the railroad station at Claremont Junction or vicinity, and raise and 
appropriate money therefor. 


33. To see if the town will vote to extend the town water system from a point 
on Broad street near Chestnut street to South street to a point near the dwelling 
house of H, A. Cossitt, or connect the water system on South street and place a 
hydrant opposite said dwelling house. 


34. To see if the town will vote to have a hydrant located on the corner of 
Benton Avenue and Chestnut street in Claremont village. 


35. To see if the tuwn will vote to abolish the Claremont Water Works charges 
for hydrants and automatic sprinklers connected with or in the plants of the manu- 
facturing concerns in Claremont, and so instruct the Board of Water Commissioners. 


36. To see if the town will vote to repair the electrical tower clock in the Town 
Hall building and raise and appropriate money therefor. 


37. To see if the town will vote to installa new clock in the tower of the Town 
Hall building and take any other action in connection therewith, and to raise and 
appropriate money therefor. 


38. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to revise the sched- 
ule of rentals of the Town Building. 


39. To see if the town will vote to install a permanent moving picture booth in 
the opera house and raise and appropriate $175 00 to cover the cost of same. 


40. To see what action the town will take in relation to establishing hitching 
posts in the highways of Claremont village. 


41. To see what action the town wiil take in relation to the claim which the 
town has aguinst Slack & Roberts, arising from a washout in the highway near their 
dam. 


42. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to issue notes or 
bonds to refund such portions of the town debt as may be necessary from time to 
time. 


43. To see what action the town will take to preserve the records of the town. 


44. To see if the town will vote to appoint an inspector of buildings, and if so, 
to appoint such an inspector, prescribe his duties and fix his compensation. 


45. To make and adopt any by-laws that the town may see fit under the authori. 
ty of the Public Statutes of New Hampshire,

To the Public 


In presenting the annual report for the vear just clos- 
ing, the Selectmen invite the attention of the taxpayers to 
a few subjects which may be worth considering. The bur- 
den of taxes is a heavy one to bear and while a communi- 
ty of the size of Claremont must of necessity raise by tax- 
ation large sums of money in order to maintain a proper 
standard, still economy should constantly be the watch- 
word. 


Owing principally to the large increase in the State 
and County taxes and the increased cost of the District 
Schools and the High School, appropriations were made 
in 1909 which resulted in a tax rate of $2.25 per hundred 
dollars of valuation. If it is possible the tax rate of 1910 
should be less, and it is the belief of the Selectmen that the 
same is possible. 


The net income from the Water Works forthe past year 
was less by over $4300, than the average receipts from 
the same source have been for the previous four years. 


The upper floor of Library Block was finished so as to 
provide a hall for the American band, the cost of the work 
being $422.71. This reduced the net income of the block 
for the year by the same amount, but will increase the 
annual income hereafter by $100 00. 


In many respects the past year has proved a favora- 
ble one in the matter of expenditures. 


The amount of money received into the treasury has 
been $200,856 71, the amount of orders drawn, $195,- 
151 93. The balance in the treasury February 15, 1910, 
is $5,697 28. 


Although $7,999 90 wasexpended on repairs to Stev- 
ens High school, the financial statement, in which cash in 
the treasury is treated as an asset, shows a net decrease 
in the town’s indebtedness for the year of $2,174 73. 


A matter of muchimportance to the town was the 
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contract for street lighting provided for by vote of the 
town, which vote instructed the Selectmen to enter into 
a contract with the Claremont Power Co. for 48 arc 
lights at +75 OO per year each, and 100 incandescent 
lights at $20 OO per year each, the same to cover a period 
of three to five years. The Selectmen employed William 
H. Puffer of Boston, an electrical engineer, as an expert 
to assist the town in making the contract. It appeared 
to the Selectmen that it would have been better had they 
been given some latitude in determining how many lights 
should be used. The contract was executed on the 15th 
day of July, for a term of three years, containing all that 
the Selectmen were instructed tocontract for. An ad- 
ditional clause was inserted in the contract, which will 
be further explained when Article 13 of the warrant is 
considered by the town. This enables the town to secure 
three and three-fourths (384) incandescent lights for each 
are discontinued. 

A source of much annoyance to the citizens as well as 
to the officials of the town has been thé condition of the 
town clock. After running irregularly for a long time, 
early in September 1t ceased to move and Mr. Hesseltine 
reported to the Selectmen that it was so worn as to be 
of no practical use. An arrangement was made with the 
Standard Electrical Time Co., the makers of the clock, 
for an inspection and report. Their report shows that it 
will cost about $300 to repair the present clock. The 
Howard Clock Co. have offered to install a high grade 
weight clock for $600, the town to do the necessary car- 
penter work. The matter is submitted to the town for 
settlement. 


The condition of the trust funds has not materially 
changed within the past year, with the exception of the 
Fiske fund. The wisdom of the conservative policy of the 
town in the matter of its western land claims belonging 
to the funds is demonstrated by the recent sale of the 
Roub land belonging to the Fiske fund, for $1600.00. 
On this land the town originally loaned $500. When the 
price of the land is received it will raise the Fiske fund to 
within a few hundred dollars of the original amount.

Having the welfare of the town at heart, we, the 
citizens of Claremont, Stockholders of Sullivan Co. Fair 
Association and others, do hereby agree to guaranty the 
eight per cent required by the town to extend the water 
main from Draper Corner along Maple Avenue to the 
Sullivan Co. Fair Association Grounds and Pinehurst, so 
called, this guaranty to last only until rental of said main 
shall pay eight per cent.

Committee Report 


The past year has been one of many changes. Princi- 
pal Young resigned, as did also the Misses Hammond 
and Prescott. Miss Lewis was granted a year’s leave of 
absence. Mr. Anson W. Belding was engaged to suc- 
ceed Mr. Young, his assistants being Mr. Merrill and the 
Misses Durward, Kimball, Forsyth, Coffin, Stevens and 
Farrar. Mr. Ladd remains as musical instructor and 
Mrs. Hawkins as teacher of drawing. 


The graduating class, numbering 28, was the largest 
in the history of the school. This fact, together with the 
new addition which has been built, relieved the congested 
conditions that previously existed. But, on account of 
the large number of incoming pupils from the ninth grade, 
it was decided not to admit any new students from out 
of town. 


Owing to indifference and lack of effort, shown by 
certain members of the Freshman class, they were 
dropped. This action was after a fair trial and in ac- 
cordance with a rule that was understood by both pupils 
and parents, and one that is necessary for the mainte- 
nance of the proper standard of the school in comparison 
with other high schools. | SSA UT are aaa ray 

The study of Greek has been dropped, and a commer- — 
cial course substituted with the hope that it will be of 
practical value to a greater number of students. 


The welfare of the school demands that the committee 
and teachers receive the assistance of parents in all efforts 
that are made to instruct the pupils and uphold the 
standing and character of the school. This can be done 
by the encouragemént of home study, by the discourag- 
ing of any spirit of insubordination, and by insisting up- 
on gentlemanly and ladylike conduct at all times. Well 
behaved sons and daughters at home are well behaved 
pupils in school; and, vice versa. |

We believe that the outside social interests of Stevens 
High school students are too numerous. We are thor- 
oughly convinced that the expense of sending pupils 
through the four years’ course ought to be lessened by a 
decrease in such things; also by economy in dress while 
at school. Weespecially recommend that the practice of 
simplicity and economy in all matters pertaining to grad- 
uation be carefully considered by both parents and pupils. 
- Emphasis is placed on this feature of school life, inasmuch 
as we believe that instances have occurred where children 
of parents in humble circumstances have been withdrawn 
from school during the senior year and withheld from 
graduating on account ofthe expense connected there- 
with. Other high schools are contending with the same 
difficulties. It appears to be the spirit of the age. But 
we believe that the adoption of the above ideas would be 

a long step forward for Stevens High school. 


We estimate that the sum of $3,500 00 should be 
raised for the support of the school the coming year. Of 
this amount $1,000 00 is needed for increased laboratory 
equipment and supplies. These are necessary in order 
that the school may be kept up to the standard required 
by the State Superintendent of Public Instruction.

Claremont, N. H., February 1, 1910. 


To THE HONORABLE BOARD OF SELECTMEN OF THE TOWN 
OF CLAREMONT, NEW HAMPSHIRE: 


GENTLEMEN:—Acting under the authority ofa resolu- 
tion passed at the adjourned Town Meeting April 10th, 
1909, reading as follows: 


“MovenD, that the town appoint a committee of nine 
to retire and nominate a committee of five to be presented 
to the town, which committee of repairs, when elected, 
shall superintend repairs on Stevens High school build- 
ing, with full powers to make repairs, and that the com- 
mittee be instructed to remove the present chemical labor- 
atory fromthe building to a building to be erected for 
the purpose by the committee, the expense of such repairs 
and laboratory building not to exceed $8,000,” 


Your committee beg leave to report that they have 
completed their labors, acting under the authority of the 
above quoted resolution and with advice of your counsel, 
and have made repairs and additions to Stevens High 
school building, as follows: 


They have erected a single story addition of brick and 
granite upon a concrete foundation 94 feet long by 32 feet 
wide, extending across the front of the old building, there- 
by providing a chemical laboratory in the north wing 30 
x 382 feet; a class room 20 x 28 feet, and a superinten- 
dent’s office 10x 13 feet in the south wing, anda shel- 
tered entrance to the building facing Broad street 10 x 24 
feet. They have also provided an additional and much 
needed corridor in the north wing of the building 30 feet 
long with an average width of 71% feet. These additions 
include two basements for recreation rooms; one for the 
exclusive use of the young women and the other for the 
young men, separated by a brick wall, except for a door 
connecting the two for the exclusive convenience of the 
janitor. These recreation rooms are well lighted and 
ventilated and have good eement floors neatly trowelled 
smooth on the top surface. For heating there has been 
installed a modern steam plant consisting of a sectional 
steam heater rated at 1050 feet, Beitiay 
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For the above additionscomplete ready for oc- 

cupancy, including the cost of the plans and

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Permanent Improvement on Main Highways 


The legislature of 1909 provided for three trunk lines 
of highways from the southern boundary of New Hamp- 
shire toa point in the White Mountain region of the 
State. The law specified that one of these lines should be 
located through the Connecticut River valley and should 
be known as the ‘‘West Side Road.’ Much difference of 
opinion developed as to the route which should be 
adopted, and the controversy extended well into the au- 
tumn months before the Governor and Council located the 
route. Whilethere wasa joint fund of $5,201 41 avail- 
able for the work of permanent improvement in Clare- 
mont, none of it could be properly used until such time as 
the Governor and Council had determined whether or not 
the route of the west side road should be through Clare- 
mont. As soon asthe Selectmen were informed that the 
route would not be through our town, a petition was 
presented to the Governor and Council for a location for 
permanent improvement on which work could be com- 
menced in accordance with the general law. 


Under date of October 1st a location was given on 
West Pleasant street from a point at which the work of 
1908 was terminated to the intersection of said street 
with Pleasant street, a distance of 700 feet, and permis- 
sion was given the town todo the work at cost. The 
grade was greatly improved and the road surfaced with 
gravel for a width of 20 feet and was compacted by the 
steam roller. Gutters of concrete were constructed, and 
adequate drainage provided. The sidewalk along the 
side of the cemetery and the cemetery fence were made to 
correspond to the grade of the road. The amount of 
gravel used was 4.67 vards and the amount of concrete 
laid was 330 yards. The total cost of the improvement, 
outside of engineering expenses, was $1,287 86, of 
which the State paid one-sixth part. 

Under date of October 16th, the Governor and Coun- 
cil granted a location for work upon the West Claremont 
road, from a point near the ‘‘Rich Place,”’ northerly and 
westerly toward West Claremont. The work done con- 
sisted mainly of straightening and widening the road. 
The widening was of necessity toward the river, and fora 
distance of about 800 feet protection from high water was 
provided by rip-rap work, in which 588 loads of stone 
were used, including 100 loads of 1: arge stone from the ex- 
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cavation near Broad street then in progress by the Mo- 
nadnock Mills. Twelve hundred loads of dirt were used 
to widen the road anda substantial rail was built along 
the river bank. The work was carried forward as long 
as weather conditions would permit. At this pointa 
very dangerous section of road has been changed to one 
of ample ‘safety for modern travel. The cost of this work, 
outside of engineering expenses, was $1,443 09, of w hich 
the State paid one-sixth part. 

All the engineering was under the direction of Mr. 
Everett, of the ‘State Highway Department, and the work ° 
was superintended by EB. C. Lewi is, road agent.

Acting under authority of the vote passed at the 
annual meeting in 1909 the Selectmen concluded to ask 
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for competitive bids to install ventilators over the stage 
in the opera house. Experiencedemonstrated that it was 
impracticable to make specifications forthe alterations so 
as to secure the best results for the town. The matter 
of furnishing automatic metal ventilators was taken up 
with L. J. Couch & Co. of Springfield, Mass. After con- 
siderable correspondence in which much delay occurred in 
receiving answers to letters, we were informed that the 
company were going out of business. The season had so 
far advanced that it was deemed best to leave the matter 
for another season. The appropriation of $500 remains 
in the treasury. : 


Heating Plant for Town Hall 


Under authority of the vote passed at the annual 
meeting in March, 1909, the Selectmen caused to be pre- 
pared, specifications for repairing the present system, 
and separate specifications for installing an independent 
system for the two ofhces. As instructed by the town 
proposals were invited from all the local parties engaged | 
in the heating business. Four bids were received for. in- 
stalling the office system. Only one bid was received for 
repairing the main system, which was from John W. 
Burns. The bid of Mr. Burns was rejected and proposals 
again asked for. Mr. Burns was the only party submit- 
ting a bid in response to the second invitation. A con- 
tract was made with him to repair the main system. The 
price to be paid for the work was $328.00, that being the 
price named in each of his bids. A material improvement 
in the working of the system has been obtained and the 
work accepted. As the repairs cost so large a part of the 
appropriation, the installation of any system for the of- 
fices was not further considered.

Two carloads of about twenty tons each of anthra- 
cite coal, egg size, for the Selectmen’s department. 

One hundred tons of anthracite coal, egg size, and 
twenty-five tons of anthracite coal, stove size, for the 
school district of Claremont, N. H. 

Fifty tons of Big Vein, Old Company’s Lehigh, egg 
size, white ash, for Stevens High school. 

Bids should give the price per long ton, f. o. b. Clare- 
mont, N. H., and should be addressed to the Town of 
Claremont, N. H., and should be marked ‘Bids for Fur- 
nishing Coal.’

The steady increase in the use of the reading room as 
noted last year still continues. The children especially | 
seem to enjoy their room more and more judging from the 
number who come. 

One innovation this year has been the limiting of the © 
time on new and popular fiction to seven days without 
renewal. The result has been good. All new books of 
whatever class are now placed where the people can see 
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and handle them, a process that has value even when the 
books are not taken out. 

The Library has profited through the generosity of 
its friends this year as last. Of the 375 new books added 
to the Library 80 were gifts. Twenty-nine of them from 
one friend who also generously gives each month Ameri- 
can Magazine, Everybody’s and Munsey and often other 
magazines. The same friend has also paid for binding 
the Granite Monthly bought during the year. Other 
friends have given the Survey and Collier’s Weekly. 
Twelve photographs have been added to the collection 
_ of wild flowers through the generosity of Mrs. George 
~ Lewis and others. A case of birds and maps and views 
of the town which are of permanent and increasing value 
are also among the gifts of the year. Such gifts and 
especially material bearing on Claremont’s history bene- 
fit the town ina way that time will only render more 
valuable and valued. 

Last year there was a circulation of 29,628 books by 
the Library and this year 28,928, a decrease of 700. This 
decrease is due largely to the fact that last year many 
people were out of work and consequently had more time 
for reading. The scarlet fever scare also has had its et- 
fect. Notwithstanding these things the average circula- 
tion as you will see was 98 1-7 books a day. Books on 
philosophy, religion, science and sociology have been 
more in demand which speaks well for the community. 

The many signs of friendliness toward the Library 
both from townspeople and visitors are very gratifying.

I have the honor to submit to you the annual report 
of the Police department forthe year ending February 15, 
1920). 


The officers consist of chief, captain and six (6) police. 
They are arranged so 0 that the town has police protection 
at all times. 

To give the town pte service there have been estab- 
lished during the past year telephone call:boxes which are 
paid for by the police at no expense to the town. Each 
officer reports every hour while on duty to the Central 
telephone, where a record is kept, and the Chief knows at 
all times where the officers are. The publiccan at any 
time get a police should one be wanted, by calling the 
telephone operator, giving the number, name and street 
of the trouble. A police red light signal is maintained by 
the courtesy of the telephone company, operated at the 
central telephone office. 

Although our department is small in comparison with 
other towns of the same population, it is in good work- 
ing order and is fully up to date, and has made some im- 
portant captures during the year. 

The total number of arrests is 127 of which 3 are fe- 
males, and 12 juveniles and are classified as follows:

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Chief Engineer’s Report 


During the year ending Feb. 15, 1910, there were five 
bell alarms of fire as follows: 


July 1, 3:10 p. m., box 14, Cushion store, Broad St. 

July 15, 12:50 a.m., box 15, Imogen Barnes house, 
Spring St. 

Oct. 28, 8:35 p.m., box 18, F.:-P. Maynard's office, 
off Spring St. 

Noy. 18, 2:55 p. m., box 45, Nault house, North St. 

Dec. 9, 5:15 p.m., box 17, Mrs. Chatfield’s house, 
Pleasant St. 

Still alarms for chimney, brush and other fires, 31. 


The past year has been remarkable for the small num- 
ber of bell alarms, and a correspondingly small amount 
of fire losses. The two fires attended with the most se- 
rious losses were the Cushion store and the F. P. May- 
nard office. Inthe first instance the flames swept through 
the store, and although quickly confined to the premises, 
the fire and water damage necessitated general repairs. 
The Maynard office fire was similar, getting an early 
start ina partition and difficult of location. At the fire 
in the Barnes house on Spring street conditions were fav- 
orable for a considerable loss, the fire breaking out in the 
dead of night, and witha number of firemen engaged at 
the time fighting a brush fire in another part of the town. 
As it was, the prompt response of the department con- 
fined the property damage to a minimum. 


The number of still alarms for chimney fires has de- 
creased more than 50 percent. from the record of last 
year, and is probably accounted for in a measure by the 
fact that property owners are paying more attention to 
the care of chimneys, having them cleaned and repaired. 


During the year there have been added to the depart- 
ment one thousand (1,000) feet of hose, and six (6) ad- 
ditional hydrants placed as follows: One on Main St. 
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near Chandler block, three on ElmSt. (one near B. F. 
Thrasher’s place, one at the General hospital, and one op- 
posite Federal St.,) one on Henry St., and one on Pleas- 
ant St. near South. 


The policy of the water department in thus increasing 
the hydrant service is commended by the Engineers, and 
in line with their former recommendations as a right step 
in the interests of public safety and economical fire fight- 
ing. While there is always opportunity to install addi- 
tional hydrants, present districts where the protection is 
not adequate are contiguous to Wall St., Bailey Avenue, 
South St. and Chestnut St. I would recommend that hy- 
drants be placed in these locations as soon as convenient. 
On lower Main St., the location of one hydrant has been 
changed from a point near the Johnson building, west of 
the bridge, to the opposite side of the street near the 
Freeman & O’Neil buildings so called, which it is consider- 
ed will give more satisfactory service. 


In addition to the pair of horses kept in service on the 
hose wagon, a pair is now kept constantly on hand for 
use on the ladder truck. It is imperative that the ladder 
truck reach the scene of a fire with the least possible de- 
lay, as a means of perhaps saving human life as well as 
property. The absence of horses has heretofore resulted 
in delay and complications, which led to the keeping of 
horses tor the purpose. 


No radical changes nor additions have been made in 
the electric fire alarm system, which has responded in 
proper working order whenever needed. Several tappers 
have been placed in the homes of firemen, and at all the 
boxes, small hammers have been attached by chains for 
the purpose of breaking the glass to release the key. 
This does away with hunting for some hard substance 
with which to break the glass, or using the bare knuckle, 
which method resulted in one instance of the town’s be- 
ing called upon to pay for surgical treatment of a cut 
hand. Some of the hammers have been stolen and their 
installation was followed by a general breaking of box 
glasses, either from malicious or curiousintent. Itshould 
be borne in mind that tampering with the fire alarm 
boxes is a criminal offence and severely punishable. 


No additional alarm boxes have been put in the past 
year. There .are three locations where alarm boxes 
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should be placed, and I earnestly recommend the early 
placing of one at the General hospital, one at the corner 
of North and Elm, and one at the corner of West Terrace 
and Vine Sts. The alarm protection for these sections is 
entirely inadequate, and with school houses on West Ter- 
race and North Sts., in both instances far removed from 
alarm facilities. 


Headquarters have been secured and fitted in an ade- 
quate and comfortable manner for the hose company at 
West Claremont, where the apparatus is housed, and pro- 
viding a meeting place for the company. 


There isa growing sentiment towards the erection 
and maintenance of acentral fire station. The question 
is one of large importance, and must be approached with 
careful judgment as one of the problems the town will be 
called upon to solve at no distant date. The ultimate 
growth and extension of Claremont will make a modern 
firestation imperative. The proper course of procedure 
will be the appointment of a committee to investigate the 
subject in its various phases, as to cost of plant, mainten- 
ance as compared with present system, etc., and report 
at some future town meeting with such suggestions and 
recommendations as their research may direct. 


During the year no fireman has been injured in the 
performance of duty, the several companies are fully 
and well manned, and the apparatus generally is in good 
repair. The spirit of co-operation essential to good work 
continues between men and officers, and in closing this 
report I once more extend my thanks to the firemen 
and members of the police department for their faithful 
performance of duty.

FIRE ALARM SYSTEM 


This is divided into three circuits, and includes ap- 
proximately eighteen miles of wire, motor generator, 
switch board, storage battery of 206 cells, one tower 
bell tapper, two automatic tape registers, 29 alarm boxes 
including 5 private boxes, 2 twelve-inch tappers and 16 
six-inch tappers.
